claims to have invented a gas-making 
process that proposes to outdo natural 
gas. W. B. Sutler, a prominent manu- 
facturer of that place, givea the follow- 
ing particulars regarding the greatest 
invention of the age. Johnaon has been 
working on the invention for some time 
and has suooeeded in parfecting his 
process to such an extent that wonderful 
results were accomplished. 


The principle of the machine is a sys- 
tem of siphons, and air is forced alter- 
nately through water and 
tturoughoil, 
resulting in gas. 
The tests made by 
Mr. Johnson on the maohino first finish 
ed by him resulted in getting 450,000 
cubic feet of gas from a barrel of oiL 
After this immense quantity of gas has 
been made the residue of oil as a lubri- 
cator is said to be worth as much as the 
barrel of oil originally. 
It is cheaper 
than daylight, for after getting the light 
and fuel you have the original value of 
the material you get it from. 


Mr. Johnson made a trip to Boston 
and bad a conference with capitalists re- 
garding the sale of the right of the in- 
vention. 
After 
his 
representations 
chemists from Harvard college were sent 
to Columbiana to investigate, and they 
reported veiy favorably. 
The experts 
from Boston who examined the maohine 
said that when perfected no doubt 1,- 
000,000 feet of gas could be produced 
from a barrel of oil. 
As for illuminating 
it ia said to be far superior to the 
gas 
manufactured 
under the ordi- 
nary process, 
and 
as a fuel it ia 
vastly better than natural gaa. Its heat 
is intense. 
A bar of lead was thrust in- 
to the blaze and immediately fell apart. 
From a pipe which issues from John- 
son's laboratory, issues a blaze eight 
feet long that makes an inteuaely bril- 
liant light 
When knowledge of the in- 
vention gets abroad it is expedted to 
create a wonderful sensation, and it is 
expected to completely revolutionize the 
matter of fuel and lighting.

THE STORY OF LABOR. 


A HISTORY OF THE NEW MOVE- 
MENT AMONG WORKINGMEN.

Hie latest ccmtaribution to labor literatnft 
is a history of the working people's mo vrai^t 
in the latest times. The editor and author 
of mncfa of the story is Mr. Geoiige K ICo- 
Neill, whose portrait here appears. 


OEOBOE E. M'NKILL. 


Mr. McNeill is an official in the E[night8 of 
Labor organization and is besides connected 
with the statistical department of the Massa- 
chusetts labor bureau. It is odd how per- 
sistently that word "labor" keeps popping up, 
so that there ia no avoiding it. The word 
necessitates a repetition in writing 
that 
would not be tolerated a moment in elegant 
composition. 
Just so, before the subject is 
done with, the cause it represents will force 
itself upon the notice of circles that hav« 
deemed themselves quite too elegant to listen 
toit 


George E. McNeill is well qualified to write 
a book on the question of the day. He was 
bom in Andover. Mass. His father was the 
neighbor of and co-worker for freedom to the 
slave with John G. Whittier in the old days 
of rotten egging and dead catting Aboli- 
tionists. 


As a boy George McNeill worked in the 
woolen factories of Andover. 
Then he 
learned the shoemaker's trade. Questions of 
workingmen's rights and duties weré familiar 
to him from an early age. The great factory 
strike of 1851 took place while he worked in 
the woolen mili He afterward became a 
high officer in the Sons of Temperance, and 
a member of the Eight Hour league. He 
was president of the Eight Hour league for 
eight years. He has worked as faithfully as 
the original founders of the Ejiights of Labor 
for the education and enlightenment of work- 
ingmen, establishing numerous schools and 
evening classes for them. It would take too 
much space to name all the labor organizar 
tions which he has founded or been con- 
nected with. He is a man of electric energy 
and iron strength, both of which have been 
spent ceaselessly. He has been mechanic, 
speaker, writer and editor, showing that 
when a man is harmoniously developed he 
can do almost everything, and do it welL 
But one of the best of Mr. McNeill's achieve- 
ments is the writing of his book on the his- 
tory of the labor movranent. 


The book is a work of over 600 pages, illus- 
trated with portraits of founders and leaders 
of the labor movement. The first picture of 
the volume is the 
portrait of Uriah 
S. 
Stevens, 
the 
venerated founder 
of the order of the 
Knights of Labor. 
He is now no longer 
living, but it will 
interest the world 
to know that the 
ounder of the most 
powerful and rap- 
idly growing or- 
URiAU s. STEVENS, 
ganization of mod- 
eiji tmies, was a tailor. But, here is another 
point which all should note, he was an edu- 
cated tailor. He was of an old American 
Quaker family on his mother's side, on the 
father's his ancestors fought in the Revolu- 
tion. He studied for the Baptist ministry, 
but compromised the matter and became a 
tailor. He taught school awhile, too. Un- 
doubtedly it was his superior education which 
gave him some adv^antages over his fellow 
workmen. It was an educational organiza- 
tion that he intended the Knights of Labor to 
be. But the order has so developed and en- 
larged the original idea that it has become 
not only a great industrial power but also a 
political one. The six original "Knights" 
who with Mr. Stevens, founded the organiza- 
tion, were James S. Wright, Robert C. Ma- 
cauley, James M. Hilsee, William Cook, 
Robert W. Keen and Joseph S. Kennedy. 
The meeting at which they signed their 
names wa« held Dec. 38, 1869. 


Among the illustrations of Mr. McNeill's 
book is one which strikes a note that echoes 
m 10,000,000 hearts 
of America. It is 
the bell that sum- 
mons the mechanic 
to work. Those in 
terested in the sub- 
jects it treats will 
find the history of 
the 
labor move- 
ment in both textjj 
book and encyclo- 
pedia. And who 
not interested? Th ^ 
volume is calledTT
